Anti-Japanese League's Head 


Points Citizens’ Duty. 


| Heritage to Children Should 


be Unmarred, He Says. 


Economic Hold Held as Wedge 
for Political Moves. 


BY JOHN 8. CHAMBERS, 
State Controller and Head of Execu- 
tive Committee of the Japanese 
Exclusion League. 

Twenty separate measures are to 
be passed upon by the electors of 
California on November 2 next, 
twelve being proposed amendments 
to the Constitution, five referendum 
acts and three initiative proposals. 

The alien land m belongs 
to the last class, and will be No. 1 
on the ballot. 

Simply put, its purpose is to 
strengthen the existing State law 
that prohibits the ownership of land. 
in California by aliens not eligible 
to citizenship, by forbidding the 
leasing of land to such people: and, 
f@rther, to put a stop to evasions 
of our land laws through the fraudu- 
lent use by elder alfens of the names 
of children born here of foreign 
parentage and, therefore, citizens; 
and, also, to prohibit the illegal 
manipulation of our laws governing 
land corporations, such as the use 
of the names of citizens as dummy 
directors of companies financed and 
controlied by aliens. In, addition, 
proviajon is made for the escheat 
to the State of land illegally held, 
as defined in this amendment; and 
punishment is provided where con- 
spiracy can be proved against two 
or more people to evade the provi- 
sion of the law. 

All rights guaranteed to aliens un- 
der tredties remain unmolested. 
There is nothing in the proposed 
initiative amendment that is con- 
trary to law, contrary to the Consti- 
tution of the State of California, con- 
trary to the Constitution of the gov- 
ernment of the United States or con- 
trary to any treaty existing with any 
nation. The amendment was draft- 
ed and redrafted and then submitted 
to various public associations and 
attorneys before finally adopted. 


ISSUES AND REMEDIES. 
1 The issue is not political at all 
in a partisan sense. In the broad- 


est sense, all things affecting the 
welfare of the people may be con- 
sidered political. The present issue 
ie, who shall have the economic. con- 
trol of California—the white people 
or the Japanese? Agriculture is the 
basic industry of all industries, and 
in California it is pre-eminently so, 
leading aljl others in value of pro- 
duction by $600,000,000 annually. 
Shall the Japanese control this out- 
put and reap the profits, or the 
white people. Shall the Japanese 
dominate, or the white people? One 
means, eventually, a brown man’s 
California, the other a white man’s. 
This is the issue—industrial, social 
and broadly political On which 
side will patriotism align itself? 

Economic control means, in time, 
as population grows, political con- 
trol—that is, eontrol of government. 
In Hawaii today the Japanese num- 
ber 110,000 out of a total congliom- 
erate population of 263,000! Do we 
want such a condition to be dupll- 
cated in California? Under Japan's 
dual citizenship law, the first alle- 
giance of a Japanese, whether a 
citizen of another country or not, is 
to Japan! Need more be said? 

The alien land bill now before the 
people of this State is the first step 
to prevent the loss of economic con- 
trol. Congress must put through the 
second step, by closing the door to 
the anaazimilable immigrant; and 
the people the third step by amend- 
ing the Constitution of the United 
States to the effect that no child 
borr in this country of parents in- 
eligible to citizenship shall be eli- 
gible to citizenship. 

ABOUT FARM LABOR. 

The alien land measure will de- 
prive no Japanese now in California 
of land or other property here now 
owned by him. The bill looks to 
the future. No injustice will be 
done. The labor situation will not 
be affected except as it may be “im- 
roved” through the phenomenal 
irth rate of the Japanese and the 
further fact that the prohibition of 
leasing, as well as the owning -of 
land, will make more of these aliens 
available for such work. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Japanese, except In 
the case of large land owners, are 
of little, if any, service to the aver- 
age farmer.

WHEN A LITTLE CARE IS 
GIVEN CASINGS. 


“When numerous smal! slits and 
cracks appear in a tire, it is a sign of 
the approach of old age. A strange 
thing about auto casings in this re- 
spect is their similarity to men and 
women. While they don't get ergy 
haired, they do become wrinkled and 
cracked, often chalky white in ap- 
pearance. The fabric in an old tire 
gradually becomes brittle and hard 
so that it breaks easily. Like the 
bones of old people, it is difficult to 
knit. The tire surgeons’ work in- 
creases in difficulty with the age of 
the casing,” according to A. A. 
Derry, manager of the Los Angeles 
Motor Supply House, Ine, and 
agent for Samson tires. 


“Like individuals, tires whose 
strength is conserved do not so 
readily show their age. The best 


way to preserve their usefulness is 
to take care of them. To hide the 
effects of age and wear, motorists 
frequently ‘doll up’ their tires, paint- 
ing the side walls and washing with 
cleaning solutions. Others pay no' 
attention to appearance and pertit 
them to be shabby. Ordinarily the 
smail cracks appearing on the side 
walle do little harm, unless they 
penetrate through the rubber cover- 
ing the fabric underneath.

Acstra'ian Wheats. 


To determine the varieties of Australian 
wheat best adapted to ditions on the 
tscifle Coast, the United States Department 
Agriculture has conducted a series of 
periments which accurately ascertaiged the 
sield and quaiity of those varicties already 
of commercia! importance in that region, as 
well as other varieties, samples of which 
were brought from Australia. In 
connection with the latter- phase of the in- 
vestigation more than 130 samples of wheat 
were obtained, representing 92 distinct 
varteties. 

Results from the early experiments with 
these wheats show that the “Federation 
grovp,” consistins of three varieties. Fed. 
eration, Hard Federation and White Fed 
eration, is probably the best suited to this 
western region. These three varicties were 


‘compared in yield with the leading com-— 


mercial wheats, including the B!uestem. 
Avstralian varieties, Pacific. White: Aus 
tralian and Early Baart and produced hizher 
vields, according to the department’s cereal 
specialists. Hard Federation prodiced the 
lereer yie'ds in Oregun. while White Fed- 
eration did better tn California. Milling ex.

4k method by which 
pests are combatted by the utilization 
of their natural enemies, or by biolo::- 
ical control, as this method is sometimes 
termed, is an old subject, It dates back to 
1840, ‘when, in France, Boisgliaud freed the 
poplars along a road near Poitiers of the 
xipsy moth by the use of predacious carabid 
Leeties (Calasoma sycophanta.) 
in the years that followed the preliminary 
<teps of Boisgiraud and his contemporaries, 
practically all entomologists who were en- 
raged in biological control work conducted 


their efforts with a view to introducing and 


sotonizing beneficial insects in the regions 

where their hosts oceurred. Untold good 
hus been accomplished in thie country by 
the introduction of foreign forms. and spec- 
‘tacular results have been Obtained. The 
method by which the citrus mealy bug 
were controlled, for ecample, opened a new 
chapter in economic entomology. 

The black seale (Saissetia oleae) he< 
Leen. the subject of more attempts to gain 
a natitral control than any other insect pest 
in California. Parasitie and predatory in- 
sects that prey upon this pest have béer 
successfully colonized in this State: some 
of them have become acclimated and have 
spread over the entire area where their 
occurs. But deapite this fact, the 
black seale eontinues to hold first rank as 
Meect peat In California. 

EARLY INTRODUCTIONS. 


‘The eredit for first attempting to control 
the black seale by the use ef its natural 
‘hemies goes to Albert Koebele who, dur- 
rip to Australia in 1888-1889, observed 

‘he larvae of Thalpochares cocciphagi feed- 

im on the black scale in that country, It 
wee not until 1891-1892 that Koebele was 
successful in importing thie predator. 

Nu'nerous colonies of Thalpochares were 

rleced in the orchards, but none of t 

became established in California. After 

Korclete’s attempta, other effort® were made 
to ~stablish this Insect in the State but all 

om to have been failures. Today it 

“ems very dovhtfnl whether the —suc- 

cessftl colonization of this predator wauid 

prove of any great economic tmportance. 
it is an imsect that consumes an enormous 
ataount of food and in order to propagate 
it must be supplied with quantities of scale 
within easy reach. Apparently it is unable 
to maintain itself if only a light infestation 

vi seale ts present. To let a grove get into 

ondition that would be favorable for 
this predator would be‘to invite disaster. 

The problem of today is to clean up the 

seule of « scattered infestation, and not to 

clean up limbs incruasted or clustered with 
scale. 

Koebele’s introduction of Rhizobius ven 
tralis was very duccessful. Introduced into 
California during ©1891-1892, Ruizobius be 
cume acclimated and apread over the entire 
srea where its hest occurred.

work was due to the quantity liberations, 
which were made so as to enable the bene- 
ticiai forms to cont'nually dominate the 
host. Prior to 1999 the mealy bug destroyer, 
Cryptolaemus montrouzieri, only . Main- 
tained itself in San Diego county, and was 
considered a failure so far as a general 
commercial clean-up was concerned. The 
status of this predator is quite different to- 
day and its success is due to artificial 
quantity production and continued libera- 
tions. 


in order to gain a natural contro) of the 
scale the aggregate of parasites, whether 
of one species or the total of a combina- 
tion of the different species, must be suffi- 
ciently numerous to destroy practically all 
of the scale which develop from any one 
hatch. A dominating abundance of any 
sinstle species is onty attained when the 
condition of the scale allows the parasites 
a comparatively long time in which to 
multiply, or when enormous quantities of 
parasites are given an early start. The 
amount of available food is the prime fac- 
tor which regulates the ot 
insects. 


The scale have an ever-present siinadeint 
supply of plant food upon which to make an 
untnterrupted increase. With few excep- 
tions, the parasites have tet an ever- 
present supply of scale which are of a size 
suitable for their propagation. in the in- 
terior districts the parasites are regularly 
reduced to an insignificant few by the con- 
tinually recurring lean perieds which exist 
when none of the scale are suitable to serve 
as food. None of our beneficial insects are 
capable of preying upon the scale through- 
out all ef its stages. for during its develop- 
ment the scale changes in such a manner 
as to render it temporarily invulnerable to 
the different methods of attack which limit 
the aggressions of our beneficial insects. 

The scale complete a generation within 
one year, while most of the parasites pass 
threuch a generation within from one. to 
thre: months, depending upon the tempera- 
ture The comparatively short life cycle of 
the parasites allows a much quicker in- 
crease than that pussessed by the scale, 
even though the scale are .more prolific. 
In the short time allotted by the condition 


of the scale tor the multiplication of the 
parasites, it is impossible for a few indi- 
viauais to increase to an abundancy capa- 
ble of destroying practically the entire 
brood of scale. If the increase of parasites 
which accumulate at the expense of the 
first brood of scale be preserved until the 
scale of the next zeneration are of a suit- 
able size, a control may be gained, for then 
a quantity of parasites will be able to com- 
mence their work at the earliest possible 
time, just as soon as the scale become vul- 
nerable. A quantity of parasites greatly 
hastens the stepping-up process or multi- 
plication, and if the proportion of parasites 
in comparison with the numbers of scale 
isnot too great, the parasites will overtake 
the. scale and dominate them. 

A satisfactory natural control is only 
gained by destroying practically all the 
scale of each generation. A partial control 
does not satisfy the exacting demands of 
the grower, nor does a partial contro! of 
one generation always decrease the 
abundancy of the next generation. Like- 
wise, a high percentage of the young of 
each generation of scale may be destroyed 
by the aggressions of the predacious forma, 
but the effect on the abundancy of 
parent scale may be negligible. 

CONDITIONS DIFFER. 

The black scale condition in California 
presents two different problems. In the 
localities bordering the ocean the control 
work is simplified, while in the interior 
districts, where the climatic conditions are 
more extreme, our, work is rendered more 

In the localities where severe red 
and purple scale infestations are found in 
combination with the black, it is not ad- 
visable to attempt a natural control of only 
one of the pests when the others demand 
regular fumizgations. 

An even hatch and uniform development 
of the scale offer the t opportunities for 
the fumigator., while uneven hatch and 
the presence of scale in all their stages of 
development offer the most favorable con- 
ditions for a natural control. in California 
the even hatch and uniform development 
oceur in the interior districts where the 
higher summer temperatures prevall, while 
bordering the coast. where the summer tem- 
peratures are moderated by the sea breeze,

SEVERAL SPECIES USED. 

We are not depending on any single bene- 

fictal species in order to gain @ natural con- 


trot but are using a combination of the dif- 
ferent forms which by their concerted ac- 
tion can be made to dominate the pest. This 
concerted action -by the different beneficial 
species is not always simultaneous, but 
usually successive, the different stages of 
the same generation of scale being attacked 
by a succession ef different parasites 
throughout the entire year. Whenever the 
scale are present in their different stages 
of c.evelopment this concerted action can be 
maie simultaneous. The combination of 


the beneficial insects which we are using in- 


cludes Seutellista cyanea, Rhizobius ven- 
trails and Aphycus lounsburyi. 


In our scheme for a natural control we = 


gre dependent on an insectary system or 
some other auxiliary food supply. After 
the natural enemies once gain a contro! 
they will not continually dominate the pest. 
for following the clean-up, the scale w''! he 
very scarce and there will be a correspond- 
ing dearth of natural eneriles, both the 
scale and their attendant destroyers being 
at. a low ebb. Now a minimum of parasite 
such.as follow: 4 control are not capable of 
forestaliing another increase of the pest. 
Despite the presence of a few natura! ene- 
mies, the scale will take its ascendency 
again and increase to destructive number: 
before the parasites can multiply enough 
to exert a controlling inflvence. Thus there 
will be a constant fluctuation of the scale 
from elicht to destructive numbers and 
usually, if unaided by man, the fluctuation 
to neeligible numbers will only occur under 
the niost favorable conditions.

All of which often proves irksome 
after a year or two, hence those only who 
have a love for the occupation and find 
a pleasure beyondethe material returna, 
attain the greatest measure of success.

summer should be thoroughly renovated, 
Clean out al) the old nestin: material. 
replace the litter in the scratching quar 
ters with fresh material, put the droppin« 
boards and perches through a scrubbing 
process and give the interior a going over 
with some good disinfectant, so that al! 


chance of lice and mites and disease germs 


will have been removed before the laying 
stock is put into winter quarters. Remem- 
ber. it is the contented hen that is the 
laying and the payin: hen. Physical com- 
fogts are quite as — as feeds and 
feeding. 

- Feed a laying ration, ia a regard for 
cool weather, which implies the use of 
some corn. Feed the grain ration fn lit- 
ter; there is nothing more essential to 
fowl prosperity than daily exercise. Grit, 
charcoal and oyster shell should always 
be available in one form or another. An- 
other thing is plenty of pure water. This 
also may appear an unnecessary precan- 
tion; but really it fis a matter to which 
menv amateur ponltrymen do not attach 
sufficient importance. Allowing for the 
fact that over 8&0 per cent of an egg is 
water, it requires no mathematician to 
figure out the water requirement of fowl 
during the season of high laying: it also 
gives emphasis to the importance of hav. 
ing water cool and pure. As one breeder 
has said, “drinking water in poultry yards 
often resembles germ soup and microbe 
gravy rather than svarkling water fresh 
from the bowels of the earth.” 


A Case of Soft-ehelled E ggs. 


M.s. L. Long beach, writes as . 


lows: “I have several White Leghorns 
six months old, two of which lay soft- 
shelled eg3s, usually in the morning, as ! 
always tnd one or two on the floor of 
1 have tried various feeds 
but without success. In the morning ! 
feed egg mash, at noon, greens, such as 
Swiss chard, kale and tresh-cut grass, in 
the evening, scratch food and wheat. The) 
also get plenty of oystershell and char 
coal.” 

Soit or thin-shelled eggs may be the re 
sult of one or more of several causes. 
Often the hens are too fat for good lay- 
ing; it may be due to an inability to re 
tain the egg until fully matured, or it may) 
be attributed to a want of mineral matte: 
(lime) in the feed. Birds subject to close 
confinement seem more addicted to pro 
ducing thin-shelled eges than those af- 
forded free range. If the birds are fat, 
we should reduce the ration; if wanting 
lime, give in proportion of a smal] plece 
of slaked lime about the size of a haze! 
nut to each pint of water, or some old 
mortar broken up for the birds to peck at. 
Avoid animal and so-called forcing foods. 
Do not subject the fowl’ to radical dis 
turbances, frights and harsh treatment of 
any kind. These sugzestions ought to 
afford some relief to our correspondent’. 
chicken trouble. 

Teaching Them to ge to Bed: 

As preparations are icing made for win- 
ter quarters breeders here and there may 
experience some trouble in getting the 
young stock to take to the perches. Par- 
ticularly does this apply to the heavier 
breeds. such as Rucks and Wyandottes, 
Brahmas and ('rpinetons: the lighter 
breeds, such as Levchorux and Anconas.

ican agriculture from the ruinous 
competition in this country’s markets of 
foreign-grown products is something which 


is promised the farmers of the United States

Lower prices for farm products are bound 
to come in the natural course of things and 
as prices in other commodities of all kinds 
‘are lowered better conditions for the people 
at large are assured all around when the 
readjustment now going on has run its 
course. An abundance of food at all times 
and at figures in keeping with general con- 
‘ditions will be produced in America if only 
the growers are given the recognition and 
protection which will enable them to main- 
tain production. 


Tariffs on farm products from other coun- 
tries should be so gauged that the growers 
from abroad shall have no advantage what- 
ever over our own producers. Let the prod- 
ucts from overseas pay at our ports of entry 
a differential that will entirely eliminate 
this advantage and then let these products 
come in, the revenues derived going to help 
pay the expenses of the government. This

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IS LOS ANGELES TO BEONE OF 
_ THE NATION'S CATTLE CENTERS? 


BY A. L. SPELLMEYER., 


HEN you mention Los Angeles as a 
WV ible cattle center the average 

indi ividual wants to know right 
away “where the cattle are to come from.” 
If you mention it to the stockman, he asks, 
“where is the trade?” If we consider cer- 
tain facts and tendencies in a detached 
manner of cold reasoning, however, we find 
that Los Angeles has much to offer. 

Just as surely as the Abilene cattle drive 
from Texas and the West started the town 
of Kansas City on the road of development, 
through the establishment of stockyards 
and a central cattle market, conditions are 
assembling which will force a great cattle 
feeding and marketing center in this South- 
west, preferably at a point with a coast 
outlet. 

There are many who believe that the 
West will rival the East in commerce and 
manufacture in another generation. These 
men base their conclusions upon the assem- 
bly of the great variety of raw materials 
existing here, together with our possession 
of irrigation, power and oil in unlimited 
quantity, and the fact that a great world 
market exists in the Far East, with the Pa- 
cific as the nearest approach. Furthermore, 


mal shipping rates a water rate would” be 
cheaper from Los Angeles to London via 
the Panama Canal than from Pittsburg to 
London. Climatic conditions here offer 
greater working and housing comfort. To 
sum it up, we have long staple cotton, vast 
quantities of undeveloped fron ore, unlim- 
ited electric power, half of the world’s 
copper supply, great coal beds within a few 
hundred miles, and the possibility for labor 
to live more comfortably on a given wage 
return. The dream of the development of 
the Colorado, when it is made into fact, 
would alone support a New York or a Lon- 
don, and the production thereby made pos- 


sible would feed a nation. 


What has all this to do with cattle? Just 
this: There is an ever-increasing local de- 
mand for food. Meat, the by-products of 
live stock, and the fattening kind of food 
needed to make beef cheaply enough 50 
that it can be transported to Kansas City, 
all can be produced in this section, to com- 
pete with the more expensive Middle West 
meat. No claim is made that such a con- 
dition exists now, but it ig coming, if the 
signs read right.

drive the producers of this country out of 
business, leaving the country dependent up- 
on most undependable outside sources of 
supply. Half the time the countries that 
would dump cheap products on our soils 
can~ hardly feed themselves and the 
abundance from which they would. supply 
us one year might be succeeded the next 
by famine. Even overlooking for a moment 
the fact that the prosperity of the American 
farmer and the American nation are indis- 
soluble, it must be apparent to anyone who 
thinks that no reliance dare be placed upon 
the people of other lands to feed the people 
of the United States. American agricul-

RIVERSIDE FAIR A REVELATION 
AGRICULTURAL ADVANCEMENT. 


ARGER and more comprehensive in' 


scope than ever, the Southern Calli- 
fornia Fair at Riverside, which ended 
Tuesday; was probably the most important 
general agricultural exposition held in the 
State this year, excepting the State Fair 
at Sacramento. The Los Angeles Live 
Stock show~featured more live stock herds, 
but the Kiverside event embraced a va- 
riety of exhibits, which mirrored the agrt- 
cultural progress of many advancing com- 
munities. The attendance was the largest 
which ever saw the annual Riverside event. 
The live stock barns were crowded with 
excellent exhibits, and there was a  be- 
wildering array of agricultural, industrial 
and motor vehicle displays, together with 
an interesting home economics section. 
The midway attractions, races and other 
amusements were of a high order. 


Not only were the important communt- 
ties of Riverside county represented, but 
Orange, San Bernardino, Los Angeles, San 
Diego and Fresno counties sent exhibits. 
The State of California was represented 
by a. State Department of Agriculture 
booth, and the Federal government by an 
attractive forestry exhibit. 

Significant features of the agricultural 
department were the exhibits of the out- 
lying communities and the interior val- 
leys, notably those of the Palo Verde, 
Coachella and Perris. Valleys. The

lington Chamber of Commerce. 

Cotton raising, taken up for the first 
time by many farming districts of San Ber- 
nardino counties, was prominent in the 
agricultural displays, hardly a community 
exhibit being without. some showing of 
stalks or picked and ginned cotton. Palo 
Verde and Coachella Valleys showed bales 
of this year's ginning. The Perris display 
featured a mass of cotton squares and 
bolls. The gyi Arlington, Corona and 
Hemet displays also included some show: 
ing of cotton, heavily-bolled stalks or 
picked bolls. 

Of great interest to the farmers was we 
tractor and farm implement, truck 
automobile show, which occupied a Boa 
nent position near the entrance to the 
grounds, two long rows of attractive ex- 
hibits being strung along an avenue of 
palm-thatched booths. From the small 
farm engine to the huge crawler tractor, 
the exhibits ran the whole gamut of power 
farming machines and‘ tools. 

The big industrial tent housed a fitt 
display of manufactured products. 
chinery and equipment for the farm were 
the most interesting of these exhibits to 
the majority of visitors, farm lighting 
plants, electrical appliances. pumps and 
méchanical farm home helps being shown. 
There were sixty-five well-arranged ex- 


facturing industry. A great textile center 
is a certainty of the future. A by-product 
of cotton is a meal which gives valuable 
oils for food; a high protein stock food and 

a vast quantity of hulls for roughage, for 
which a market must be found. Cotton- 
seed meal and hulls make one af the most 
efficient foods known to fatten cattle quick- 
ly and make beef. It is all a question of 
the costs, and costs are flowering. Hull 
costs depend considerably upon freight 
rates,-but even that handicap will be met 
in time by good roads and long auto truck 
trains in case our railroads cannot afford 
to cut charges on comparatively short hauls. 

This cotton meal and hulls surplus has 
already resulted in the establishment of 
two Los Angeles feed yards which can care 
for 20,000 cattle on feed. The cost now 
ranges from 32 to 45 cents per day for 
feeding. The fertilizer alone brings 
profit on each steer fed. It is by aa taaeee 
improbable that beef will be successfully . 
finished in 100 to 150 days at 20 cents a 
day, or a total cost of $20.09 to $30.00, for 
a probable 300-pound gain. With the grow- 
‘ng shortage of cattle and certain advances 
throughout the nation, such feeding would 
make it possible to beef in. Las 
Angeles, kill it and ship it to Kansas City 
at a price the ordinary corn feeder could 
not compete with, and in seasons when he 
could not fatten. 

AND THE CATTLE? 

Where are the cattle? The States of 
California, Arizona, New Mexico, Utah and 
Nevada, according to the Department of 
Agriculture, have approximately 5,000,000 
cattle of beef type, about 900,000 dairy cat- 
tle, and 11,000,000 sheep.

time the owner and his family must live. 
To maintain a family means not less than 
1000 laying hens; 1500 would be better. 
As to income, that is a question of indi- 
vidual initiative, intelligent management, 
and oceans of hard and continuous labor. 
For certain it is ti.at success in poultry 
eulture depends on continual application 
jo a round of duties, including Sundays, 
the Fourth of July and New Year's. There 
are no “off days” in attending to the 
needs of fowh life if profits are to be real- 
ized. All of which often proves irksome 
after a year or two, hence those only who 
have a love for the occupation and find 
a pleasure beyondethe material returns, 
attain the greatest measure of success.

Fati Care of Pullets. 

The essential thing in the care: of fowd 
at this thig time of the year is clean! 
quarters and wholesome feeding. ‘Ihix 
may sound a trifle pedantic, but laying 
stock cannot yield maximum results unless 
well housed and fed properly Yor the 
production of hen fruit. Cleanliness frongy 
within as well as from withowt ts a slozan 
that the successful poultryman taithtally 
observes. Houses that have been con 
stantly occupied during the spring and 
summer should be thoroughly renovated. 
Clean out al) the vid nestin« material, 
replace the litter in the scratching quar 
ters with fresh material, put the droppin« 
boards and perches through a scrubbing 
process and give the interior a going over 
with some good disinfectant, so that all 
chance of lice and mites and disease germs 
wilt have been removed before the laying 
stock is put into winter quarters. Remem- 
ber. it is the contented hen that is the 
laying and the payinz hen. Physical com. 
fogts are quite as important as feeds and 
feeding. 


- Feed a laying ration, with a regard for 


cool weather, which implies the use of 
some corn. Feed the grain ration tn lit- 
ter; there is nothing more essential to 
fowl prosperity than daily exercise. Grit, 
charcoal and oyster shell should always 
be available in one form or another. An. 
other thing is plenty of pure water. This 
also may appear an unnecessary precau- 
tion; but really it is a matter to which 
menv amateur poultrymen do not attach 
sufficient importance. Allowing for the 
fact that over 80 per cent of an egg is 
water, it requires no mathematician to 
figure out the water requirement of fowl! 
during the season of high laying: it also 
gives emphasis to the importance of hav- 
ing water cool and pure. As one breeder 
has said, “drinking water in poultry vards 
often resembles germ soup and microbe 
gravy rather than snarkling water fresh 
from the bowels of the earth.” 


A Case of Soft-ehellied Eggs. 

M.s. L. Long beach, writes as fol-. 
lows: “I have several White Leghorns 
six months old, two of which lay soft- 
shelled eg3s, usually in the morning, as ! 


always find one or two on the floor of 
their house. 


I have tried various feeds 
but without success. In the morning ! 
feed egg mash, at noon, greens, such as 
Swiss chard, kale and tresh-cut grass, in 
the evening, scratch food and wheat. The» 
also get plenty of oystershell and char 
coal.” 

Soit or thin-shelled eggs may be the re 


| sult of one or more of several causes. 


Often the hens are too fat for good lay 
ing; it may be due to an inability to re 
tain the egg until fully matured, or it may 
be attributed to a want of mineral matte: 
(lime) in the feed. Birds subject to close 
confinement seem more addicted to pro 
ducing thin-shelled eges than those af 
forded free range. If the birds are fat. 
we should reduce the ration: if wanting 
lime, give in proportion of a smal) plece 
of slaked lime about the size of a haze! 
nut to each pint of water, or some old 
mortar broken up for the birds to peck at. 
Avoid animal and so-called forcing foods. 
Do net subject the fowl’ to radieal dis 
turbances, frights and harsh treatment of 
any kind. These suggestions ought to 
afford some relief to our correspondent’s 
chicken trouble.

With .the ordinary cover crops avatiable 
to citrus growers there is a general agree- 
ment that early planting is necessary in. or- 
der to give satisfactory results. Both vetch 
and Melilotus indica, the two most common- 
ly used crops, require about five months of 
growing weather in order to produce maxi- 
mum tonnage by the time spring plowing 
must be done. 

One of the outstanding advantages of the 
new purple vetch cover crop is its extremely 
rapid growth, which makes it possfble to 
plant this crop as late as November Ist and 
still-obtain practically the same amount of 
green stuff to plow under fn the spring as 
can be obtained from other crops planted by 
September 1. Consequently growers who 
have neglected to put in cover crops 
season may still grow a satisfactory crop 
provided they are able to obtain purple 
vetch seed. Earlier in the searcn the pros- 
pects for obtaining seed cf this crop were 
very remote, but during the past few weeks 
a small supply has become available to crow- 
ers of Southern California. Planted early 
in the season, purple vetch makes almost 
double the topnage which is possible with 
the use of any other cover crop*now avail- 
able. For this reason when the seed supply 
becomes really adequate to meet the re- 
quirements there is little doubt but that 
this crop will practically displace those be- 
ing used at the present time. 


Although purple vetch is frequently men-| and turnips. 


tioned as a new cover crop, it is by no 
means new to many growers, particularly 
those who have been in the business for 
some years, as or eight years ago it con- 
one of,the important cover crops 
then in use. Seed became unavailable on 
account of the discontinuance of the rails 
ing of this crop in Oregon, from which seed 
supplies at that time were secured, and ever 


since it has been almost impossible to ob 


tain seed. Last year the raising of this crop 


~ |fer seed purposes was revived through the 


stimulation of the Fruit Growers Supply 
Company and the activity of the farm bu- 
reaus in Humboldt ani Mendocino counties. 
It is expected that within a year or two at 
most, ample supplies of seed will be avail- 
able to citrus growers at a reasonable price.

aummer should be thoroughly renovated. 
Clean out al) the nestin« material. 
replace the litter in the scratching quar 
ters with fresh material, put the droppin: 
boards and perches through a scrubbing 
process and give the interior a going over 
with some good disinfectant, so that all 
chance of lice and mites and disease germs 
will have been removed before the laying 
stock is put Into winter quarters. Remem- 
ber. it is the contented hen that is the 
laying and the payinz hen. Physical com 
fogts are quite as eo as feeds and 
feeding. 
Feed a laying ration, resend for 
cool weather, which implies the use of 
some corn. Feed the grain ration tn lit- 
ter; there is nothing more essential to 
fowl prosperity than daily exercise. Grit, 
charcoal and oyster shel] should always 
be available in one form or another. An- 
other thing is plenty of pure water. This 
also may appear an unnecessary precau- 
tion; but really it is a matter to which 
menv amateur poultrymen do not attach 
sufficient importance. Allowing for the 
fact that over 80 per cent of an egg is 
water, it requires no mathematician to 
figure out the water requirement of fow! 
during the season of high laying: it also 
gives emphasis to the importance of hav. 
ing water cool and pure. As one breeder 
has said, “drinking water in poultry yards 
often resembles germ soup and microbe 
gruvy rather than s»varkling water fresh 
from the bowels of the earth.” 


A Case of Soft-ehelled Eggs. - 

M.s. L. Long beach, writes as fol-. 
lows: “I have several White Leghorns 
six months old, two of which lay soft- 
shelled eg4s, usually in the morning, as ! 
always ind one or two on the floor of 
I have tried various feeds 
but without success. In the morning ! 
feed egg mash, at noon, greens, such as 
Swiss chard, kale and tresh-cut grass, in 
the evening, scratch food and wheat. The) 
also get plenty of oystershell and char 
coal.” 

. Soit or thin-sheiled eggs may be the re 
sult of one or more of several causes. 
Often the hens are too fat for good lay 
ing; it may be due to an inability to re 
tain the egg until fully matured, or it mas 
be attributed to a want of mineral matte: 
(lime) in the feed. Birds subject to close 
confinement seem more addicted to pro 
ducing thin-shelled eges than those af. 
forded free range. ff the birds are fat. 
we should reduce the ration; if wanting 
lime, give in proportion of a small piece 
of slaked lime about the size of a haze! 
nut to each pint of water, or some old 
mortar broken up for the birds to peck at. 
Avoid animal and so-called forcing foods. 
Do not subject the fowli to radical dis 
turbances, frights and harsh treatment of 
any kind, Thess suggestions ought to 
afford some relief to our correspondent’s 
chicken trouble.

CROPS [N CONDITION. 


California crops, as a whole, improved 
in condition from early spring to midsum- 
mer, says the United States Bureau of 
Markets, but at harvest time it became ap- 
parent that production was not going to be 
as great as had been expected from the 
improvement noted in growing conditions. 
The long and protracted drought, with the 
heavy crop of fruit in. 1919, undoubtedly 
weakened the vitality of many fruit 
brought about such spotted conditions, an 
caused a slump in expected yields. Weath- 
er conditiong during September were, on 
the whole, satisfactory, although below- 
normal temperatures the first half of the 
month held up the rapid drying of prunes 
and raisins. 

Cotton—A further deciine of two points 
in the condition of cotton was reported as 
of September 25. The poor starid, the late 
planting, the adverse weather .conditions 
up to the last of June, and inexperience of 
growers in the newly planted districts are 
largely responsible for present conditions. 
Last year’s crop turned out 103,700 bales, 
picked from 185,000 acres, thus showing an 
average yield of 268 pounds of lint. The 
area planted and standing on June 25, 1920, 
was estimated to be 278,000 acres. The 
condition is only 78. per cent of normal, 
compared to 95 per cent last year, and a 
ten-year average of 93 percent. It would 
thus seem that the average yield would 
not be better than 225 pounds of lint, or 
less than one-half bale to the acre.

consequently a poor set of beans. On the 
dry lands less than half a crop will be pro 
duced. Preliminary gstimates place the 
yield of limas, both large and “baby,” at 
about 700 pounds per acre, which on the 
150,000 acres planted, will mean a_ total 
production of 1,050,000 centals. Of “beans 
other than limas,” the production of pinks, 
large and small whites will be the small- 
est for a number of years, both on account 
}oft greatly decreased acreage, and poor 
yield per acre. Bilackeyes are yielding 
well, and production will be equal to or 
greater than the last two: years. 

Sugar Beets—Reports show .no change 
im the condition of sugar beets from that 
of September 1, being 87 per cent of a 
normal, compared with 68 per cent last 
year and a ten-year average of 88 per 
cent. Increased acreage and better con- 
dition promise a materia] increase in sugar 
production for the State this year. 

Oranges—The condition of the orange 
crop improved slightly in the Southern 
counties the past month and warrants an 
increase in the forecast of at least half a 
million boxes ovér that of one month ago, 
when the production was conservatively 
placed at 18,000,000 boxes. It should be 


kept in mind that this report refers to the 


1920-21 crop, the picking of which will not 
begin until some time.in November. Fa- 
vorable conditions the next three months 
can easily add still another million boxes 
to the total orange crop. . 

Walnuts—The condition of walnuts 
dropped back to 80 per cent of a normal, 
compared to 82 for August and September. 
Totol production still looks good to be 
right close to 24,000 tons.

The essential thing in the care: of fowl 

at this thig time of the year isn clean) 
quarters and wholesome feeding. ‘Ihix 
may sound a trifle pedantic, but laying 
stock cannot yield maximum 
well housed and fed properly for the 
production of hen fruit. Cleanliness fro 
within as well as from withowt ts a slozan 
that the successful poultryman taithtally 
observes. Houses that have been con. 
stantly occupied during the spring and 
summer should be thoroughly renovated. 
Clean out al) the vid nestin: material. 
replace the litter in the scratching quar 
ters with fresh material, put the droppin: 
boards and perches through a scrubbing 
process and give the interior a going over 
with some good disinfectant, so that all 
chance of lice and mites and disease germs 
wilt have been removed before the laying 
stock is put into winter quarters. Remem- 
ber. it is the contented hen that is the 
laying and the payinz hen. Physical com 
fogts are quite as —_— as feeds and 
feeding. 
* Feed a laying ration, wth a regard for 
cool weather, which implies the use of 
some corn. Feed the grain ration in lit- 
ter; there is nothing more essential to 
fowl prosperity than daily exercise. Grit, 
charcoal and oyster shell should always 
be available in one form or another. An- 
other thing is plenty of pure water. This 
also may appear an unnecessary precat- 
tion; but really it ig a matter to which 
menv amateur poultrymen do not attach 
sufficient importance. Allowing for the 
fact that over 80 per cent of an egg is 
water, it requires no mathematician to 
figure out the water requirement of fowl 
during the season of high laying: it also 
gives emphasis to the importance of hav. 
ing water cool and pure. As one breeder 
has said, “drinking water in poultry yards 
often resembles germ soup and microbe 
gruvy rather than s»varkling water fresh 
from the bowels of the earth.” 


Case of Soft-ehelied Eggs. 


—Bivs. L. Long beach, writes as fol-. 


lows: “I have several White Leghorns 
six months old, two of which lay soft. 
shelled eg3s, usually in the morning, as !

(lime) in the feed. Birds subject to close 


confinement seem more addicted to pro 


ducing thin-shelled eggs than those af. 
forded free raénge. If the birds are fat, 
we should reduce the ration: if wanting 
lime, give in proportion of a smal) piece 
of slaked lime about the size of a haze! 
nut to each pint of water, or some old 
mortar broken up for the birds to peck at. 


_ Avoid animal and so-called forcing foods. 


Do not gubject the fowl’ to radical dis 
turbances, frights and harsh treatment of 
any kind. These suggestions ought to 
afford some relief to our correspondent’s 
chicken trouble. 

Teaching Them to go to Bed:

ter of salesmanship again becomes a live 
factor to those @atering to the ma-ket for 
Lreeding stock and exhibition birds. For 
really'a stock of goods that eats daily and 
requires coustant attention should “move” 
when in proper growth and condition, or 
else it may be only a matter of t'me when 
it will literally “eat its head off.” The 
d@sposition of breeding stock, day-old 
chicks and eggs for hatching finds its 
gieatest exploitation through publicity 
channels—advertising in the poultry pa- 
pers, the farm jcurnals and the daily news- 
papers, all of which are largely ‘used by 
breeders of established

On the information thus gained a 
basis for future undertakings would be es 
tablished along lines indicating one’s 
adaptability for the husiness and the con 
ditions under which it should be prose 
cuted. Salaries on poultry plants, to ex- 
penenced men, at present run from $20 
per week and up. 

The matter of capital is a rather elastic 
proposition, depending much on several 
factors. A man with u growing family has 
other things to consider besides income 
and profits. His children must have edu- 
cational and social advantages, which im- 
plies.a farm near to town and schools. 
Land so situated in Southern California is 
tiot without some price. calling for the in- 
vestment of capital. If one is to own his 
plant and so avold rents, he will find that 
rrom $5000 to $10,000 ig little enough. Im- 
provements in poultry buildings and dwell- 
ing house will have to be provided for, 
svock will have to be secured, and it will 
certainly require some time to establish 


and develop the business; in the mean. 
time the owner and his family must live. 
To maintain a family means not less than — 


1000 laying hens; 1600 would be better. 

As to income, that is a question of tndi- 
vidual initiative, intelligent management, 
and oceans of hard and continuous labor. 
For certain it is ti.at success in poultry 
culture depends on continual application 
jo a round of duties, including Sundays, 
the Fourth of July and New Year's. There 
are no “off days” in attending to the 
needs of fowt life if profits are to be real- 
ized, All of which often proves irksome 
after a year or two, hence those only who 
have a love for the occupation and find 
a pleasure beyondethe material returns, 
attain the greatest measure of success. In 
other words, it's all in the man behind the 
gun. Hens usually attend to their duties 
if properly managed. 

Returns? As in all other industrial 
ventures, they range all the way 
zero to a splendid profit. We know of 
poultry breeders who realize from $2000 
to $3000 per year from flocks of 1500 
birds: we know of plants catering to the 
market for breeding stock and exhibi 
tion specitgens that make duuble these 
ere tere ma:

Grit, 
charcoal and oyster shel] should always 
be available In one form or another. An- 
other thing is plenty of pure water. This 
also may appear an unnecessary precan- 
tion; but really it fs a matter to which 
menv amateur poultrymen do not attach 
sufficient importance. Allowing for the 
fact that over 80 per cent of an egg is 
water, it requires no mathematician to 
figure out the water requirement of fow! 
during the season of high laying: it also 
gives emphasis to the importance of hav. 
ing water cool and pure. As one breeder 
has said, “drinking water in poultry yards 
often resembles germ soup and microbe 


gravy rather than snarkling water fresh | 


from the bowels of the earth.” 


A Case of Soft-ehelled Eggs.

. Soit or thin-shelled eggs may be the re 
sult of one or more of several causes. 
Often the hens are too fat for. good lay 
ing; it may be due to an inability to re 
tain the egg until fully matured, or it may 
be attributed to a want of mineral matter 
(lime) in the feed. Birds subject to close 
confinement seem more addicted to pro 
ducing thin-shelled eges than those af. 
forded free range. lf the birda are fat, 
we should reduce the ration; if wanting 
lime, give in proportion of a smal) plece 
of slaked lime about the size of a haze! 
nut to each pint of water, or some old 
mortar broken up for the birds to peck at. 
Avoid animal and so-called forcing foods. 
Do not subject the fowl’ to radical dis 
turbances, frichts and harsh treatment of 
any kind. These sugztestions ought to 
afford some relief to our correspondent * 
chicken trouble.

Occurring as it does in such widely sepa- 
rated regions of the world, it is but natural 
that the elfin-tree growth should have a 
great variety of names. Thus it is variously 
known as scrub, bush-forest, elfin-wood, 
heath-scrub, etc, etc, “Chaparral” is the 
name by which it is most familiarly known 
to us. How it came to be so called will 
appear later, when we take up for individual 
discussion the elfin-tree

The chaparral is elfin only in its compo- 


sition. In territorial extension it rivals the 


giant-forests. It covers almost all of the 
mountainous regions of the southern half 
of California, extends far into Old Mexico 
and invades to some extent Nevada and 
‘Arizona.

woolen sock, and even the bank's blank 
checks are sold:to you by the bank—at a 
cent and a half a check! : : 


In a Swiss bank you do not walk up to 


the paying teller with a check in your hand 
and say: “I'll take mine in fifties. 
- You may have cashed checks with that 
same teller since he wore knee pants but 
that makes no difference at all. You must 
go through with the regular formula. 
You hand in your check and the teller 
looks at it suspiciously.

I recalled then that the man in the Prince 
Albert had said that for Americans in Eu- 
rope “time is money.” Then all at once I 
got the European view point. I realized 
that “speed” can be purchased here in Euv- 
rope; but that it fs one of the most ex- 
pensive luxufies they have. 

The interpreter got out the bank regis- 
ter and began to write.
